5 Point Program 
To Prevent 
Hog Cholera 


Hog cholera, which, is the na- 
tion’s number one swine killing 
disease, is becoming more danger- 
ous each year, warns farm advisor 
Bob Anderson. 

Mr. Anderson suggests a five 
point prggram for ranchers to fol- 
low in warding off possible out- 
breaks: 

1. Have all the pigs vaccinated, 
preferably around weaning time. 

2. Watch for signs of fever, 
loss of appetite, or weakness. 

3. If an outbreak is threatened 
and the pigs have not yet been 
vaccinated, have this done 
mediately. 

4. If cholera is in the neighbor- 
hood, quarantine all new live- 
stock brought to the farm for at 
least two weeks, Warn neighbors 
if you suspect cholera on your 
farm. 

5. Be careful about visitors and 
about visiting other hog farms 
yourself. The disease may be 
spread this way.

Say. we: Commendable; highly commendable and desireable, pro- 
vided suitable land can be purchased. 
But: : 

If the Memorial district is going into the business of construc- 
school buildings, the Memorial District board and the High

An attempt to do this failed primarily because the school board 
was justly reluctant to place a building on school property, plan 
to use that building, yet have administration resting outside the 
school board. j s 
This same administration situation will exist if the building 
is constructed on Sinarle property. Therefore, the Memorial building 
can be considered only secondarily as a high school building. (We 
wonder if the Memorial board offered to construct a building for 
jthe elementary school district as well.) _ 

Let’s not be misled by all the words about the benefit the high 
school might receive from a Memorial building on Sinarle property. 

Let’s remember that the Memorial District board has stated that 
the Memorial building will be for general use of the community— 
for use of the high school, the elementary schools, the lodges, the 
veterans, the civic groups, the. women’s organizations—all other 
groups that have a need for the building. 

And since this is the case, it is absurd to say that the build- 
ing must go on Sinarle property, or that it must go on any specific 
piece of property in order to serve the community and the Memorial 

istrict 


When board members say they can find no other possible loca- 
tion that statement in itself is an indication of the board’s inability 
to do the job it was elected to do. 
And keep these basic facts in mind: 
1. A Memorial District building is desireable. But it cannot 
be conceived as being essential to the welfare of the community. 
Therefore, the memorial district board has no moral right to 
condemn property for this building. 
2. The memorial district board went on record November 8, 
1949, with a statement that it would not’ condemn any property for 
a memorial building without consent of the property owner. . 
Yet the board has filed suit for condemnation of property 
without consent of the owners. If you were dealing in private busi- 
ness, what would you call men who so conducted their affairs ? 
Then, ask yourself this question: 7 
If my own property was involved, could I justify condemnation 
for a memorial district building? 
R zw your answer to that one is, “yes,” then support the district 
oard. 
If your answer is, “no,” as we are inclined to believe it is, 
then let Memorial District board members know; about it. 


Perhaps, if enough people talk to them, their muddled thinking 
can be straightened out.

George Widman and his son, 
“Dutch” told me the sad story of 
floor covering prices.

The carpet manufacturers are 
now. billing them for the prices 
on the shipping date. So if you get 
a price from the Widmans and or- 
der carpet that’s not in stock . .. 
and the price rises again before 
the carpet is shipped, they are 
Stuck for the loss! With the ex- 
ample I just gave of five rises in 
17 days, they’re going crazy. 

There is a green rug. (looks 
like carpet) in their window with 
a facinating story. They sold all- 
its mates in other colors, so they 
put this in the window with a sign 
offering it with pad, all laid for

” The rises began and they wor- 
ried about replacing it... if it 


did sell. So the sign now reads 
$159.00 installed with pad. In 
order to replace that rug in their 


stock . . . they will pay $216.00 
wholesale . .. without pad! $216 
wholesale was last Saturday’s 


price, by now, it may be more. 

That is the point lots of shop- 
pers miss. We can’t see why re- 
tailers’ prices rise on items we 
Know they bought at the old 
prices, It’s the replacement, every 
store manager will tell you the 
same thing. They are in danger of 
going out of business when prices 
rise fast. 

When they sell at the old $129 
price and have to replace at the 
new wholesale price of $216... 
where is the extra money to come 
from? They have to pay when they 
get the merchandise. They pay 
rent, hire helpers, and carry on 
waiting for us to buy, maybe a 
month or more .. . then we buy 
and charge it! Still no money! 

They absorb most of the loss, 
as you can see in the above ex- 
ample; but many such jumps can 
put a man out of business! 

So far Linoleum, rubber tile, 
and asphalt tile prices have not 
changed; but the manufacturers 
have put out letters warning pri-

STATE WOOL 


The 1950 wool clip in Califor- 
nia is estimated at 14,849,000 
pounds, only slightly less than 
the 1949 clip. This is the first 
year since 1942 that the wool 
elip has not shown a sizeable de- 
crease. While ewe numbers are 
slightly smaller than a year ago, 
fleece weights are expected to 
average 7.2 pounds, the same as 
last year. 

A large number of lambs are 
shorn in California each year, 
which accounts for a low average 
fleece weight, compared with those 
or most other western states. 
The amount of short spring wool 
shorn was at the lowest relative 
level in the past five years. The 
total 1950 California wool pro- 
duction estimate includes an al- 
lowance of 2,387,000 pounds for 
wool to be shorn this fall, com- 
pared with 2,603,000 pounds of 
fall-shorn wool last year.

“We submit that the present 
condemnation suit was, and is, 
an arbitrary action on the part 
of the Directors of the Memorial 
Board. Ordinarily, before any 
state agency files condemnation 
there is a negotiation period, and 
at the time of the filing there 
is a fair idea of the market value 
of that which they are condemn- 
ing.
